The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record does not teach or suggest, in the claimed combination, a trip unit comprising a 
housing including a plunger mounted with respect to the housing having first, second 
and third positions and first and second portions wherein the first portion of the plunger 
is outside the housing in the second position and inside the housing in the third position 
with means for latching the plunger in the first position and for releasing the plunger 
from the first position to the second position, a rotary trip lever pivotally mounted with 
respect to the housing, the lever including an elastic arm with the second portion of the 
plunger engaging the elastic arm in the third position and a trip actuator including a 
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member having a first, a second and third position, which resets the actuator, the first 
position of the actuator corresponding to the first position of the plunger, the second 
position of the member of the trip actuator engaging and rotating the rotary trip lever in 
a first rotational direction, in order to engage the means for latching and release the 
plunger from the first position, the rotary trip lever rotating in an opposite second 
rotational direction in response to the third position of the plunger and engaging the 
member of the trip actuator, in order to move the member to the third position thereof, 
the elastic arm of the rotary trip lever flexing after the member reaches about the third 
position thereof, in order to accommodate any overtravel of the plunger.
